thouſand ſtrong, both Horſe and Foote: he brings 
ſrxe braſſe Peeces with him from Paris, with great 
ſtore of Munitioa , and ſundry materialks fie forthe 
marry, dub Fort , the foundation whercof the 
French haue already layd oppoſite voto that Fort, 
which was built on the North-Weſt ſide of the 
Towne, inthe yeare 1 522. yet the Rochellers being 
confidenroftheir owne ſtrength , and of the Eng- 
lin ſuccours (which are ready to aſtiſt them ypon 
alloccaſions) reſolue to endure all extreames, ra- 
ther tuen to put their neckes vnder the yoake, or to 
faile in the courſe of their former reſolutions. 
L hoſe of Roche, the Enemies lying neere, ſent 
out twenty common Souldiers on. horſeback cloa- 
| thed 
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thed inſcarlet coates, and Armed after the manner 
of the French Gentlemen. The ſhew of this ſup- 
poſed (alley , caufed ſome principall Caualicrs of 
the Kings lide to iſſue out of their Workes, of pur- 
* poſe to encounter them. But they retiring,and the 
others purſuing, they fell into an Ambuſh of 50. 
Muskatiers purpoſely layd by the Rocbefers, where 
divers of them were ſlaine, amongſt whom were 
two men of quality: for the recouering of one of 
whoſe bodies there happened a great Conflict, in 
which diuers ofthe French were ſlaughtered. 
Although the ground about the Fort be hard to 
worke in, yet all difficulties being ſurmounted, our 
men haue drawne their approaches from the maine 
intrenchment (which lyes betweene Saint Martins 
Towne and the Fort) within leſſe then Piſtoll ſhox 
of the vtmoſt Counterskarfe, aud that vpontwo 
ſeuerall og nec gee os one is directed 
pode eric , and the other from the Re- 
Our 8 ny — wm Ord- 
nance, except two fling Peeces, but they 
are able to make little vic, for want of Bullets : n 
foureteene dayes they haue made but one great 
Shot vpon our Quarter, which was but an exchan- 
ged Bullet, ſhot firſt from one of our Peeces. 

But to ſupply this defect (though with a feeble 
meanes) they ſhoote and throwe many ſtones from 
their Workes, with which our men are ſo well ac- 

uainted, that it eauſeth as little terrour as it doth 
er. 


Our Armie keepes quarter with the * 1 
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(5) 
land, for all thoſe who are taken priſoners, or run 
out ofthe Fort,after a daies reſtraint or two are dil. 
miſt and ſent into the maine with meanes of tranſ- 
portation & conduct. But of late no quarter is kept 
with them who are aken at Sea, becaulc it appeared 
by the confeſsion of ſome who were taken by our 
Boates vpon the 19. of the laſt moneth, that they 
are to confident and preſumciue ypon the Dakes 
mercie. His Excellencie lyeth in the Towne of 
Saint CAL artins, not farre from the Market place, 
attentiuely watching all faire opportunities, whoſe 
cate and vigilancie wee hope that God will bleſſe 
with good ſucceſſe. Monſieur Swbuiſs is in the 
Towne of Rachel, to conſitme the Inhabitants with 
his preſence and counſell. 

The beſieged haue not beene lacke in their du- 
ties, for beſides their continuall plying vs with their 
vollyes of great and ſmall fhot, they haue attemp- 
ted to — one of our Batteries, but this 
of theirs was fruſtrated by a Countermine 
of ours, which wrought ſuch effects, that they were 
beaten out of their own Mine after ſome reſiſtance, 

They are ſo much diſtreſſed for want of ſhotte, 
that wanting Lead and Iron, they are faine to melt 
all their Pewter and Tinne, of which they make 
Bullets. But this ſhot ſhatterslike Hayle, antdoth 
leſſe hurt by farrethen the other. 

His Excellence is very ſparing of his men, as well 
knowing that walles of bones are farre ſtronger 
thenthoſe of earth and ſtones, and reſolues by fol- 
lowing the preſident of * Berke at Gulicke,

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and of Spixols ar Breda to ſtarlie the beſteged, on 
elſe to-bring them to traſon.

were blindfolded, and in this manner (becauſe hee 
ſhould not diſconer their Workes) he was conduc- 
ted to receiue his audience. 

The French giue our, that if wee doe not depart 
the ſoonet, will cauſe vs to doe it by maine 
force, being confident of thoſe aydes which are 

romiſed them from th King of Spa,, and the 
rchdutcheſſe, which together with their owne

bragging of cheirs willturne meerely into a French 
vapout, much ſhe we and little action.

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Eurrawes, Colonell Generall af the Engliſh Infan- 
terie vader his Excellengie the Duke of Bacting- 
lam, being carcfullfor the direction and ſuruay of 
all our Workes, came vp from his Quarters in the 
alter · noone, to giue orders for the-lniing out of a 
new Intrenchment , and as hee came off from the 
Worles with ſome other Commanders, hee was 
hay e Fre in the belly thorow the guttes, 
about five oftheclocke inthe evening, with a Muſe 
ker , which wound proned mortall: for within 
foure or ſiue houres after he gaue vp the ghoſt, to 
the exceeding gricte of all the Armie, but ſpecially 
of the Duke of Backinghamywhocommingto viſite 
himbefore hi death, hed many paſsionate teares 
to expteſſe his gtiafe, due to the remembrance of 
ſo worthya perſan, Hee ſhewed a great deale of 
conſtancie, reſolution, & religion at his death, as he 


had in the whole cquiſe and paſlage of his life. His 


body was opened and enbalmed, and ſent into Eng- 
land with Mr, Aiſblurnbam, who brought it to ph. 
mouth on Monday , being the 24. of September, 
from whence it is comming about to Poteſmesth, 
to be tranſported thence voto meftmin/ter, where it 
is to receiue the Sepulchrall rites of an Honorable 
Interment, | 
Our Sauldiers, but eſpecially thoſc of his Regi- 
ment were ſo much proucłed with this vnexpected 
accident, that in zeuenge thereof they powred di- 
uers vollyes of ſmall & great ſhotypon the French, 
with the ſtorme whereof the Gouernouts brother 
was ſlaine, and ſome othet 1 quality. E

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On the Wedneſday following Sir Iaha Burrowes 
death, the French from the maine ſought to re- 
leene the Fort with twelue Barkes laden with vic- 
tuals and Munizion, but they were intereepted by 
our ſea Watch, and ſixe of them taken, and all the 


Vickualls and Proviſion brought in to our Mags: 


zin; the other fixe were driven backe vnto the 
Maine, bur it the other Shallops that got in before, 
wereno better ſtored then theſe,as in all likelihood 
they were not, there was not Vicuals enough to 
ſerue them 14 dayes. 

The Priſoners being demaunded how they durſt 
hazard themſelues ſo boldly vpon this attempt, 
anſwered, that they did it vpon confidence of the 
Dukes mercy, which they thought would not faile 
them ifthey were ſurprized. But to preuent this, 
and to hinder the like preſumption, in others our 
Souldiers put them all to the ſword, before they 
receiued any other orders from his Exc llencie. 
Monſieur Thorax the Gouernour of the Fort, 
ſent to his Excellence the Duke of Buckingham to 
intreat him to giue leaue that he might ſend a Meſ- 
ſenger to his Maſter the French King, which was 
granted by his Excellence, vpon condition that he 
would vnde rtake thot hee might ſend a ſeruant of 
his ſaf-ly thorough France for England : this bein 
agreed on both ſides, his Excellence diſpatched 


__ Maſter 4fb-urneham,a Gentleman of his Chamber, 


to goe along with the Goucrnours ſeruant; but 
when they came to Paris, the French neuer reſpe- 
ting the noble fauour done vnto them by his Ex- 

CELellenee; 
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cellence: but contrary to all expectation, would 
not giue leaue that Mr. 4iſbb»rncham ſhould paſſe 
any further, but to teturne backe to the Iland: the 
Gouernours man that came backe with him, his 
Excellence cauſed ali his Letters to be taken from 
him, and keepeth him priſoner in the Armie. 

The 2600. Engliſh and Iriſh vader the command 
of Sir Ralph Bingley, and Sir Pierce Croſſeby, are ar- 
riued ſafely in the Iland: ſince whole commi 
there happened a memorable accident, by the mil- 
take of two Souldiers of thoſe troupes: whocom- 
ming vp into our approaches, went from thence ig- 
norantly into the Enemies trenches , lying cloſe 
vnto our Workes, where they being diſco- 
uered by the French Sentinel] Perdiew , hee 
ſhot one of them dead with his Musket- The ſur- 
uiuing Iriſh-man to reuenge his Fellowes death, 
drew out his skeane, and ſlew the French man, and 
being ſhot at (but miſt) by another French Muſ- 
katier, hee killed him likewiſe, and leaping out of 

the Trenches, into which hee had ingaged 
himſelfe vnaduiſedly, hee cawe off 
cleare, and without any hurt 


at all.
